Going  Into  more  detail,  Dr.  Hutch- 
ison referred  to  the  splint  supplies, 
which  are  manufactured  locally  and 
which  struck  him  as  being  ex- 
tremely simple  and  ingenious. 

"More  practical  than  many  of  the 
things  turned  out  by  some  of  the 
big  instrument  makers,"  he  noted 
"I  am  sure  It  is  much  better  to  have 
them  made  on  the  spot  rather  than 
by  a  spllntmaker  at  some  distance 
who  cannot  do  the  fine  adjustments 
necessary." 

Dr.  Hutchison  spent  an  entire 
morning  at  the  Solarium  while  he 
was  here  with  the  British  Medical 
Association  group,  and  went  closely 
Into  every  detail  of  Its  operation 
and  administration.  Having  been 
told  that  It  was  patterned  after  Sir 
Henry  Oauvaln's  institution  for 
crippled  chUdren,  he  remarked  that 
the  Solarium  here  had  the  great 
advantage  that  It  could  count  on 
sunshine,  whereas  In  England  they 
had  to  make  the  most  of  a  scant

This  statement  refers  principally 
to  London,  where,  Dr.  Hutchinson 
states,  there  Is  very  little  unemploy- 
ment But  even  where  there  is 
unemployment  the  children  are  not 
suffering,  owing  to  the  unemploy- 
ment grant.

The  feature  of  the  closing  day 
was  the  attitude  of  the  defendants 
who  came  out  of  the  gloom,  into 
which  they  sank  during  the  last 
few  days,  long  enough  to  laugh 
when  the  "defence  attorneys"  took 
the  stand  In  their  behalf  and  asked 
the  court  to  give  a  full  measure  of 


Rather  diffidently  Dr 
remarked  that  he  had  noticed  with 
some  surprise  the  small  use  made 
of  fresh  air  and  sunshine  In  Cana- 
dian hospitals,  "particularly  in  the 
children's  wards."

directed,  not  at  the  little  rural  hos- 
pitals, but  at  some  of  the  biggest 
Institutions  In  Montreal,  Toronto, 
Winnipeg  and  Edmonton.  Other 
physicians  from  the  Old  Land  going 
round  the  wards  had  been  struck  by 
the  same  thing:  excessive  heat  and 
lack  of  open  windows  and  fresh  air. 
The  explanation  had  been  offered 
that  it  probably  arose  from  the 
custom  of  keeping  the  windows 
closed  during  the  very  cold  Winters. 

His  next  statement,  however,  will 
be  taken  still  more  keenly  to  heart. 

"I  have  not  been  very  Impressed 
with  the  children  In  Canada.  They 
have  not  struck  me  as  comparing 
favorably  with  the  children  In  the 
South  of  England.  In  fact,  the  chil- 
dren in  the  elementary  schools  of 
London  give  one  quite  as  good  an 
impression  of  health  as  the  children 
In  the  public  schools  of  Canada,  so 
far  as  I  was  able  to  see  them  in 
Montreal.  Toronto,  8 as ka toon  and 
Winnipeg.  Compared  with  the  Old 
Country  children  the  chUdren  of 
Canada  are  very  lacking  in  color. 
I  think  probably  many  Canadian 
children  are  not  sent  early  enough 
to  bed  Also,  the  light  has  seemed 
to  us  to  be  shut  out  of  Canadian 
houses.  We  have  experienced  some- 
thing of  the  same  thing  in  the 
hotels  where  we  have  stayed.  In 
nearly  every  hotel  where  we  have 
stayed  we  have  found  the  electric 
light  on  all  day  in  some  of  the 
principal  public  rooms,  the  curtains 
drawn,  the  blinds  down." 

LATE  NIGHTS 

As  a  children's  specialist,  Dr. 
Hutchinson's  first  Interest  In  Can- 
ada has  been  children,  their  health, 
their  habits.  He  deplores  the  ir- 
regular hours  which  they  seem  to 
have  In  many  homes  here  This 
may  be  because  circumstances  com- 
pel th-m  to  be  more   with  their

"Of  all  human  things,  .the  pu-  sult 
of  health  la  the  most  unhealthy." 
he  added,  quoting  G.  K.  Chesterton, 
to  reinforce  his  own  views.  "All 
this  modern  Interest  in  health  Is 
wrong.  It  la  morbid.  It  la  part  of 
the  materialism  of  the  day.  Health 
Is  not  the  thing  that  most  matters. 
What  is  It  if  a  man  save  his  health 
and  lose  his  soul?" 

WOULD  LIMIT  HOSPITALS 

Dr.  Hutchison  was  asked  for  his 
views  on  the  best  size  for  hospitals. 
Did  he  believe  In  the  large  hospital? 
To  thi*  he  replied  that  there  was  a 
general  tendency  today  to  make  hos- 
pitals too  large.  For  every  hospital 
there  was  a  unit  of  size  which  was 
most  economical.  He  had  heard 
Lord  Knutsford.  one  of  England's 
best-known  hospital  experts,  declare 
that  the  London  Hospital,  which  has 
900  beds,  was  too  large.  The  small 
hospital  could  be  more  profitably 
run.  The  real  test,  in  other  words, 
was  "What  can  one  man  keep  his 
eye  on?" 

"Personally."  he  declared,  "I  pre- 
fer the  smaller  type  of  inatltution. 
I  think  It  is  indefinitely  preferable, 
Instead  of  making  a  big  hospital,  to 
limit  it  at  a  certain  point  and  make 
a  second  somewhere  else." 

In  conclusion  he  dropped  profes- 
sional matters  to  speak  as  a  mere 
layman  visitor  In  this  country. 

"I  have  been  shocked  at  the  lack 
of  Old  Country  news  In  your  news- 
papers," he  commented.  He  thought 
It  would  make  for  a  great  Improve- 
ment In  the  Canadian  press  If  they 
had  a  news  service  from  the  Old 
Land  with  a  weekly  condensed  sum- 
mary of  the  main  items  of  political 
and  commercial  news.  This  might 
even  come  by  mall,  and  might  be 
syndicated  so  that  it  would  reach 
every  part  fo  Canada.  It  would 
surely  be  possible  to  get  a  competent 
Canadian  Journalist  in  London  to 
do  this.

The  association  of  religious  teach- 
ing with  vlvlsectlonal  measures  was 
deeply  deplored  by  the  board  and 
written  crlUclsms  had  been  for- 
warded, regretting  such  confusion  of 
thought  and  practice. 

The  choice  of  lecturers  who  will  be 
asked  to  tour  the  Dominion  In  the 
Interests  of  the  federated  Canadian 
societies  was  also  under  discussion. 
The  Montreal  society  has  recenUy 
launched  a  magazine,  The  Canadian 
Abolitionist,  which  is  proving  of 
great  value  to  the  public. 

The  secretary  also  reported  an 
Immense  amount  of  work  done  in 
the  past  few  months,  and  the  for- 
maUon  of  a  society  In  Seattle. 

A  representative  was  appointed  by 
the  organisation  on  the  question  of 
state  health  Insurance,  the  board 
holding  the  opinion  that  the  lndl 
vidual  should  have  free  choice  of 
any  practitioner  he  might  wish  to 
select.

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In  the  gold  commissioner's  office 
at  Barkervllle  the  provincial  libra- 
rian was  delighted  to  discover  offi- 
cial records  goln?  back  to  the  very 
earliest  days  of  settlement  there, 
dating  to  1861.  the  year  before  the 
beginning  of  the  actual  gold  rush. 

At  Barkervllle  also  was  found  a 
map  of  the  proposed  townslte  of 
Carnarvon,  a  township  known  to  the 
world  today  as  Stout's  Gulch,  and 
named  after  the  late  Edward  stout, 
friend  of  the  late  Sir  Richard  Mc- 
Bride.  Mr.  Stout  was  a  famous  old 
pioneer  of  the  district  and  died 
a  few  years  ago  at  Yale  at  the  great 
age  of  100  years. 

Mr.  Hosle.  In  side  trips  from  his 
original  line  of  march,  visited  the 
scene  of  the  famous  strike  on  Ant- 
ler Creek,  near  Barkervllle.  which 
followed  the  Barkervllle  stampede. 

A  day  spent  at  Richfield  in  the 
old  courthouse,  now  in  process  of 
restoration  by  the  Government  to 
be  used  as  a  repository  of  Cariboo 
rellces  not  required  for  safekeeping 
In  the  provincial  archives,  yielded 
up' further  treasures  of  historical 
worth  In  a  government  revenue 
building,  the  only  one  left  standing 
through  the  passage  of  time.  In 
the  ruins  of  the  first  miner's  cabin 
In  the  area,  now  utterly  destroyed, 
Mr  Hosie  found  old  newspapers 
dating  back  to  the  period  of  1860 
to  1870.  and  including  Issues  of  The 
Colonist  of  that  day. 

HI  OSOrVS  BAY  OCCUPATION 
At    Soda    Creek    two  gristmill 
stones  brought  out  by  the  pioneer 
Jur  company  In    1846   were  found 
dkUfed  in  a  gristmill  that  had  been 
run  by  Mr   Crowston.

Sept.  6— It  costs 
about  $420  for  any  Japanese  busi- 
ness man  to  get  a  telephone  In- 
stalled In  Japan. 

The  demand  for  telephones  In 
certain  cities  of  Japan  has  been  so 
strong  that  the  Government  each 
year  holds  a  lottery  and  the  holders 
of  the  lucky  numbers  receive  the 
privilege  of  having  a  telephone  upon 
the  payment  of  about  $420.  Last 
June.  766  applications  were  received 
In  Yokohama.  When  the  lottery 
was  completed.  320  person  won  tele- 
phones. 

The  only  other  method  of  obtain- 
ing a  telephone  requires  the  serv- 
ices of  one  of  the  six  licensed 
brokers  In  the  city,  the  payment  of 
a  sum  fixed  by  the  Oovernment. 
$424,  and  the  premium  demanded 
by  the  licensed  operator. 

If  you  get  a  telephone  through 
a  broker,  you  pay  an  additional  fee 
of  $286.  for  putting  it  In  your  house 
oftlce,  and  thereafter  you  pay 
about  a  cent  and  a  half  for  every 
local  call  made  over  the  wire,  as 
well  as  for  the  stipulated  toll 
charges  outside  of  the  Yokohama 
area. 

The  Government,  however,  an- 
nounces that  the  public  trading  of 
telephones  on  the  market  Is  de- 
creasing, since  the  user  must  wait 
three  months  for  an  installation. 
The  cost  of  waiting  Is  not  worth 
the  difference  In  price  between  the 
Government  figure  and  the  broker 
amount.

Truck  operators  throughout  the 
province  are  reminded.  In  a  state- 
ment Issued  by  the  D*partment  of 
Public  Works  this  week,  of  loading 
regulations  applicable  to  B.C  high- 
ways. Breach  of  the  regulations, 
through  overloading  for  the  class  of 
road  and  vehicle,  have  occurred  In 
some  Instances,  and  action  by  the 
department  to  stop  the  practice  is 
getting  under  way. 

Inspection  of  loads  carried  by 
vehicles  on  the  highways  of  the 
province  will  be  undertaken  by  offi- 
cials of  the  department,  equipped 
with  apparatus  that  will  determine 
the  exact  weight  of  the  load.  Where 
persistent  breaches  occur,  prosecu- 
tions may  be  resorted  to  to  bring 
about  compliance  with  the  regula- 
tion*, it  is  stated.

tion by  Parliament  The  railways  are  nationally 
owned,    much   ot    the   taxpayers    money    is  in 
volved  m    thou     maintenance    and  extrusions, 
the  credit,  of  the  country  lies  behind  all  thnr 
undei  takings.     It  is  a  matter  of  common  sense 
to  Insure  that  they  are  administered  economi 
cally,  that  all  new  development  plans  aie  of  a 
character  that  will  result  m  profitable  return.-,  so 
that  assistance  may  be  K.ven  m  the  liquidation 
of  an  encumbered  system      In   this  parUculai 
more  than  in  any  othei    theie  is  a  giuvr  national 
i  esponsibility.

well  bring  of  t'anadUit;  !  i  unspm 'atl.'ii  systems 
It  must  be  remenib  i .  d  moi <■•  \<  ■  that  a  ntnn 
ber  of  the  banks  of  the  country  had  advanced 
millions  to  the  Canadian  Northern  Railway  Com- 
pany previous  to  the  measure  of  relief  being  In- 
trOdueed  It  most  assuredly  was  never  contem- 
plated at  the  time  nationalization  was  being  con- 
sidered that  commitments  would  be  entered  Into 
whleh  would  Involve  new  and  growing  obligations 
upon  the  peopje  of  Canada  above  and  beyond 
those  assumed  In  the  taking  over  of  the  various 
enterprises  which  now  comprise  the  Canadian 
National  Railways. 


In  a  recent  Issue  of  The  Montreal  Star  the 
Government  of  Mr.  R.  B  Bennett  is  urged  to  let 
Sir  Henry  Thornton  'finish  his  work."  That 
newspaper  says,  "there  is  no  reason  in  the  world 
why  there  should  be  the  smallest  political  inter- 
ference with  his  management  of  this  extensive 
and  very  valuable  property."  The  Star  Is  con- 
cerned lest  a  policy  of  economy  should  be  de- 
termined upon  in  the  matter  of  the  proposed 
C.N.R.  terminals  at  Montreal,  which  arc  esti- 
mated to  cost  anywhere  from  $50,000,000  to 
$100,000,000. 

There  is  a  locally-centred  Interest  In  The 
Star's  admonition  to  the  Dominion  Oovernment. 
It  admits  that  the  people  of  Canada  are  the 
proprietors  of  the  system,  but  falls  to  see  that 
the  duly  elected  representatives  of  those  people 
have  a  responsibility,  and  one  which  is  becoming 
ijiore  emphasized  all  the  time.  This  involves  the 
right  to  exercise  economic  checks  on  expenditure 
May  we  remind  The  Montreal  Star  that  it  Is  the 
business  of  the  House  of  Commons  to  be  respon- 
sible, net  only  for  the  inception  of  all  public  ex- 
penditures, "but  also  to  follow  the  money  raised 
taxation  until  the  last  farthing  Is  accounted

There  arc  wholesale  anomalies,  bad  for  the 
.  business  life  and  economic  well  being  of  this 
Dominion,  lfi  the  character  of  the  competi- 
tion In  which  the  Canadian  National  Rail- 
ways are  permitted  to  Indulge  with  the  Ca- 
nadian Pacific  Railway  Company.  The  latter 
pays  Into  the  Federal  Exchequer  In  taxes  annu- 
ally a  sum  of  $7,200,000.  In  effect  this  is  in  the 
nature  of  a  premium  which  It  is  mulcted  be- 
fore It  Is  placed  In  a  position  to  compete  with  the 
8tate-owned  roads,  which  pay  no  taxes.  It  is 
maintained,  therefore,  that  the  handicap  thus 
placed  on  the  pioneer  transportation  company, 
In  Its  relationship  to  the  C.N.R..  Is  unfair,  is  dis- 
criminative and  gives  a  special  and  substantial 
privilege  to  the  national  system.  It  is  equiva- 
lent, as  well,  to  imposing  taxation  on  one  rail- 
way company,  where  shareholders'  claims  have 
to  be  satisfied,  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
moneys  to  assist  In  establishing  betterments  and 
extensions  of  a  State-owned  railway. 

Canada's  prosperity  is  bound  up  with  the  for- 
tunes of  the  CPR.  That  corripany,  up  to  the 
end  of  1929,  had  a  property  investment  In  the 
Dominion  of  $1,375,000,000.  Directly,  or  indi- 
rectly, it  is  responsible  for  the  livelihood  of 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  our  citizens.  It  has 
an  undoubted  right  to  protection  from  wanton 
competition  that  is  in  any  sense  engineered  by 
expenditures  of  the  taxpayers'  moneys.  Eco- 
nomic competition  it  expects  and  is  prepared  to 
meet.  No  sane  person,  however,  who  has  the 
Interests  of  Canada  at  heart,  should  tolerate  the 
Investment  of  the  taxpayers'  moneys  in  services 
to  the  community  which  are  already  adequately 
fulfilled  by  private  enterprise. 

In  an  interview  which  he  gave  in  this  city 
during  the  progress  of  the  late  Federal  election 
campaign,  81r  Henry  Thornton,  the  president  of 
the  Canadian  National  Railways,  said:  "I  sec 
some  people  are  objecting  to  us  resuming  our 
participation  In  the  triangular  service  to  Victoria 
because  that  will  mean  competition  for  the 
C.P.R.;  but  that  Is  what  we  are  here  for. '  It  Is 
clear  that  In  some  respects  8ir  Henry  has  mis- 
taken the  purpose  for  which  the  nationalization 
of  certain  railways  was  undertaken  in  this  Do- 
minion. The  CPR.  is  already  providing  the 
most  adequate  ferry  service  that  obtains  any- 
where In  the  world  between  the  ports  of  Victoria. 
Seattle  and  Vancouver.  The  Investment  In  its 
Coast  services  and  on  Vancouver  Island  up  to 
the  end  of  1929  was  $18,400,000.  The  payroll  for 
Its  Island  and  Coast  services  for  that  year  was 
$2,300,000 

The  C  N  R.  has  now  provided  three  vessels  for 
British  Columbia  Coast  services  at  a  cost  of  over 
$e,000,000  One  of  these  is  now  being  used  on 
the  triangular  route.  Its  operating  cost  Is  ap- 
proximately $2,000  a  day  By  no  stretch  of  the 
imagination.  In  the  light  of  present -day  traffic, 
can  It  prove  a  paying  venture.  As  a  matter  of 
fact  the  taxpayers,  because  of  wanton  competi- 
tion in  this  particular,  face  new  losses  on  the 
Canadian  National  Railway  system  which  will 
run  into  some  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars 
annually  Moreover,  It  may  be  noted  that  from 
October  1  to  May  1  of  each  year  the  B  C.  Coast 
S.S.  Company  barely  pays  operating  expenses  and 
relies  upon  the  tourist  trade  of  the  Summer 
months  to  make  the  enterprise  a  paying  one 

The  C  N  R.  docs  not  exist  for  competition  of 
this  character.  Despite  such  a  serious  lesson, 
learned  within  a  month's  operation  or  one  of  Its 
new  ferry  boats,  the  railway  company  now  pro- 
poses to  place  a  vessel  In  competition  with  the 
CPR  on  the  Vancouver  Nanaimo  run.  where 
the  latter  company  la  providing  three  round  trips 
daily  Such  competition  Is  nothing  short  of 
suicidal.  Tts  pathetic  element  Is  that  the^tax 
payers  money  is  being  expended  in  a 


A  reformation  in  the  conduct  of  the  Canadian 
National  Hallways  Is  clearly  desirable  In  its 
course  new  and  rigid  instructions  are  necessary

change  In  the  attitude  of  Vane  ouver 
to  Victoria,  and  the  change  m  the 
attitude  of  the  C  P  R  to  tins  city 
has  done  the  railway  company  little 
harm  and  has  done  a  great  deal  for 
the  improvement  In  the  conditions 
and  prospect*  of  this  city  What- 
ever the  nature  of  the  relations  be- 
tween the  great  company  and  thl* 
city  in  the  past,  the  relation*  of 
later  years  have  been  cordial  and 
profitable  It  was  a  red  letter  day 
in  the  history  of  Victoria  when  the 
CPR  established  the  ferry  service 
which  was  Initiated  by  the  veteran 
Princess  Victoria,  the  mother  of  the 
finest  family  of  Princesses  in  the 
maritime  kingdom 
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It  cannot  be  emphasised  too  often  that  one 
main  objective  of  the  Canadian  National  Rail- 
way system  In  extensions  of  service  should  be 
the  development  of  new  territory.  This  we  be- 
lieve was  the  intention  of  Parliament  when  the 
nationalization  policy  was  decreed.  The  debate 
affecting  nationalization  proceeded  along  this 
line.  The  present  management  has  interpreted 
the  purpose  of  nationalization  in  a  widely  differ- 
ent sense.  The  president  says  that  the  C.N.R.  I 
exists  to  provide  competition,  which,  possibly,  it 
does,  when  enough  business  offers  for  the  trans- 
portation company  subsidized  by  the  taxpayers 
and  its  competitor.  Where  the  field  is  amply 
covered  by  private  enterprise  the  only  result  that 
can  attend  competition  la  substantial  losses  both 
to  the  people  of  Canada  and  to  the  shareholders 
in  the  private  enterprise,  who,  incidentally,  are 
also  very  largely  the  people  of  this  Dominion. 

In  permitting  such  competition  the  directors 
of  the  Canadian  National  Railways,  and,  primar- 
ily Parliament,  have  a  direct  responsibility.  It 
is  one  which  they  should  assume  without  any 
further  delay.  The  Impression  should  no  longer 
be  allowed  to  prevail  in  the  management  of  the 
C.N.R.  that  because  only  the  taxpayers'  money  Is 
involved  expenditures  of  all  kinds  can  be  in- 
dulged in  so  as  to  intensify  unremuneratlve  com- 
petition. In  other  words,  Parliament  should  ex- 
ercise more  direct  control.  It  is  essential,  in  the 
economic  Interests  of  the  country,  that  there 
should  be  only  economic  investment  of  the  peo- 
ple's money. 

In  brief  the  moral  of  the  course  being  pur- 
sued by  th£  Canadian  National  Railways  Is  that 
the  taxpayers  are  being  asked  all  the  time  to 
shoulder  a  heavier  burden  of  debt.  This  is  one 
of  the  many  problems  that  have  been  left  as  a 
legacy  to  the  new  Oovernment.  Mr.  R.  B.  Ben- 
net  the  Prime  Minister,  who  is  also  administering 
the  portfolio  of  Finance,  will,  we  have  no  doubt, 
grapple  with  the  unfair  competition  In  which 
the  nationally-owned  railways  have  been  indulg- 
ing. Any  competition  is  unfair,  where  the  tax- 
payers' moneys  are  launched  for  investment  in 
undertakings  where  the  most  adequate  public 
service  Is  already  being  rendered 


Ml  and  wanted  to  know  if  he  was 
not  a  very  brave  fellow;  and  we 
wondered  what  they  would  have 
thought  had  they  seen  all  the  men 
upon  watch  in  a  sailing  ship  with 
towering  macts  and  expansive  yards 
spreading  the  sails  in  preparation 
for  an  ocean  voyage  or  furling  the 
sails  at  the  end  of  a  tempestuous 
voyage.  Those  were  Jobs  which 
called  for  both  courage  and  agility. 
The  new  Empress  is  a  towering  ship, 
but  her  masts  are  merely  stunted 
sticks  compared  with  the  masts  of 
the  "full-rigged"  ships  which  have 
either  gone  to  the  bottom  of  the  sea 
or  to  the  boneyard.  Masts  no  longer 
play  any  part  in  the  propulsion  of 
either  ships  or  boats..  They  may 
serve  a  certain  purpose  in  the  art 
of  the  navigator.  They  may  be 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
playing lights  or  flashing  signals 
through  the  air,  but  they  are  no 
longer  necessary  for  the  purpose 
they  were  originally  erected  to  ful- 
fil. Modern  ships  are  propelled  and 
steered  by  mechanical  devices. 
•    •  • 

The  Empress  is  an  imposing  ship, 
but  she  Is  quite  different  in  appear- 
ance from  the  mere  boats,  at  least 
In  a  comparative  sense,  that  made 
an  indelible  and  ineradicable  im- 
pression upon  our  youthful  Imagina- 
tion. If  you  want  to  know  what 
ships  used  to  be  compared  with 
ships  as  they  are.  go  across  to  an- 
other dock  and  take  a  look  at  the 
cable  ship  Restorer.  There  you  will 
see  a  perfect  model  of  the  low  and 
graceful  liners  which  at  one  time 
glided  across  all  the  oceans  and  tied 
up  at  ports  in  all  parts  of  the  world 
Compared  with  the  old  ships  the 
new  Empress  towers  high  over  the 
water  like*  the  poop  upon  an  ancient 
Spanish  galleon.

The  Purchase  of  Alaska  (Continued) 

¥  T  was  well  known  that  Mr.  Seward,  Secretary  j>(  State  at 
J    Washington,  had  "a  weakness  for  the  annexation  of  Can- 
ada." and  the  cession  of  Alaska  to  the  United  States  was 
regarded,  in  America  at  least,  as  a  flank  movement  for  this  objec- 
tive.   Politically  considered,  the  treaty  became  a  matter  of  great- 
est importance,  not  only  to  Canada  but  to  Great  Britain  as  well. 

Some  of  the  American  newspapers,  quoted  by  The  British 
Colonist  at  the  time,  were  openly  exultant  over  the  purchase.  "It 
places  the  British  possessions  on  the  Pacific  Coast."  says  The 
New  York  Herald,  "in  the  uncomfortable  position  of  a  hostile 
Cockney  with  a  watchful  Yankee  on  each  side  of  him.  .  . 
His  best  policy  will  be  to  sell  out  and  leave  the  Pacific  seaboard 
from  Mexico  to  Bchring's  Straits  in  the  unbroken  possession  of 
Brother  Jonathan." 

In  British  Columbia  the  uneasiness  caused  by  the  treaty  is 
reflected  in  the  columns  of  The  British  Colonist.  Particularly  was 
it  difficult  to  understand  the  indifference  of  the  Mother  Country 
on  the  subject.  "Is  Great  Britain  trying  to  rid  herself  of  her 
colonies.'"  asks  an  editorial,  and  goes  on  to  say  that  surely  the 
anxiety  of  the  United  States  to  extend  its  territory  must  attract 
the  attention  of  the  Government  to  the  necessity  of  giving  the 
colony  a  helping  hand. 

Of  all  the  newspaper  comments  published  by  The  Colonist 
on  the  subject,  that  of  The  London  Times  sums  up  more  sanely, 
more  dispassionately  than  any  other  the  whole  situation.  With- 
out sharing  in  the  general  excitement,  it  admitted  that  the  event 
was  of  considerable  importance.  But  the  policy  of  Great  Britain 
was  clear:  it  had  no  right  to  protest  an  act  entirely  within  the 
discretion  of  Russia  and  the  United  States. 

The  Confederation  of  the  Canadian  provinces  was  regarded 
in  the  States  with  disfavor,  as  being  the  consolidation  of  mon- 
archal or  aristocratic  institutions  on  the  North  American  con- 
tinent. Instead,  as  The  Times  pointed  out.  Canada  would  not 
be  more  dependent  on  the  Mother  Country,  but  would  be  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  a  self  governing  community,  with  a  strong 
resemblance  to  its  American  neighbour.  In  spite  of  this,  The 
Times  suggests,  it  was  not  impossible  that  the  purchase  of  Rus- 
sian America  was  intended  as  a  sort  of  counter  demonstration 
against  the  supposed  aggressive  tendencies  of  Great  Britain.  "It 
is  probable."  says  The  Times,  "—nor  is  there  any  wisdom  in 
disguising  the  probability — that  Alaska  has  been  purchased  with 
a  view  to  asserting  the  claim  of  the  United  States  to  supremacy 
on  the  North  American  continent." 

It  had  been  said  that  British  Columbia  was  deprived  of  what 
ought  to  be  part  of  its  seaboard,  but  before  the  cession  it  was  cut 
off  juot  as  effectually.  Materially  it  was  no  worse  off  than  before, 
and  Britain's  moral  right  to  its  own  possessions  remained  un- 
touched. 

'  We  retain  our  hold  on  Canada."  concludes  The  Times, 
more  to  please  the  Canadians  than  ourselves;  and  though  we 
shall  certainly  not  imitate  the  example  of  Russia  by  selling  it  to 
America,  we  shall  be  haJJpy  to  make  it  independent  as  soon  as 
it  pleases,  and  leave  it  to  choose  its  further  destiny  for  itself." 

Even  Britain's  tenure  of  British  Columbia,  which  had  so 
lately  voted  for  admission  to  the  Confederation,  was  not  preju- 
diced by  the  occasion .  said  the  article.  Already  more  closely 
connected  with  California  than  with  any  British  colony,  and 
with  a  large  proportion  of  American  inhabitants.  British  Colum- 
bia was  under  influences  which  might  overcome  irs  loyalty  and 
attract  it  to  the  United  States.  If  so.  the  purchase  of  Alaska 
might  only  hasten  the  event  by  a  year  or  two

It  would 
perhaps  hamper  agitation  for  treaty 
revision  and  it  would  tend  to  unite 
instead  of  keeping  Europe  divided 
Into  two  blocks  under  the  theory  of 
the  balance  of  power.  Hence  both 
the  revisionist  and  neutral  groups 
either  oppose  it  or  do  it  a  mere 
semblance  of  lip  service.  However, 
if  the  status  quo  and  revisionist 
groups  were  ever  to  agree  on  a 
union,  the  neutral  group  would 
doubtless  then  favor  It. 

TREATY  REVISION 

Treaty  revision— This  will  doubt- 
less be  discussed  informally  between 
Prance  and  Italy  and  will  perhaps 
be  raised  officially  by  Germany 
under  Article  IX  of  the  league 
covenant.  The  status  quo  group  will 
oppose  revision.  The  neutral  group 
would  b;  willing  to  see  the  statu- 
quo  group  make  concessions  to  the 
revisionist  group  in  the  interedto  of 
peace,  but  It  would  not  Itself  be  will- 
ing to  make  similar  concessions,  so 
far  as  ls  now  known. 

Germany,  in  its  reply  to  the 
Prench  memorandum  on  a  European 
union,  implied  that  it  would  be 
ready  to  effect  such  a  union  only 
provided  the  Prench  group  first 
agrees  to  treaty  revisions.  The  pre- 
cise Germany  policy  on  this  point 
will  doubtless  be  decided  after  the 
German  elections.  September  14. 
01  NBIX  ARBITR  \  HON 
New  General  Arbitration  Act— 
This  is  a  series  of  proposals  tending 
to  tighten  the  league  system  for  pre- 
venting war  by  action  before  a  con- 
flict occurs  or  when  hostilities  have 
been  successfully  interrupted  by 
league  intervention.  All  the  groups 
theoretically  approve  or  this  act,  but 
some  members  of  the  neutral  and 
revisionist  groups  tend  to  make  its 
adoption  contingent  on  disarma- 
ment. 

Proposals  for  harmonizing  the 
league  covenant  and  the  Kellogg 
pact— These  involve  a  series  of 
amendments  to  the  covenant  which 
|  would  forbid  war  In  all  circum- 
stances and  strengthen  the  council  s 
intermediary  powers  in  case  of 
threatened  or  actual  conflict.  The 
status  quo  group  favors  these  pro- 
posals 8ome  members  of  the  other 
two  groups  are  thought  to  make 
adoption  contingent,  again  on  dis- 
armament. 

FINANCIAL  AID  TO  STATES 
Financial  aid  to  states,  victims  of 
aggression— This  proposal  insures 
immediate  credits  from  other  league 
members,  under  appropriate  guar- 
anties, to  a  state  victim  of  aggres- 
sion duly  designated  by  the  council 
The  slatus  quo  group  favor.-,  this 
measure.  The  viewpoint  of  the 
neutral  and  revisionist  groups  ls  not 
clear  In  so  far  as  it  tends  to  make 
sanctions  more  definite,  they  seem 
to  oppose  it,  but  In  so  far  as  it  lim- 
its the  vaguer  and  more  general 
•anrtlons  of  Article  XVI,  they  seem 
to  favor  it. 

Status  of  minorities— The  re- 
visionist states  want  to  strengthen 
the  league's  action  for  the  protec- 
tion of  national  minorities  on 
which.

On  the  basis  of  that  being 
the  correct  interpretation  of  the 
moUon.  City  Clerk  M.  F.  Hunter  la 
ol  the  opinion  that  the  by-law  may 
be  reintroduced  at  any  time  In  the 
future.  He  considers,  had  it  been 
the  intent  of  the  council  to  set 
aside  the  entire  project,  a  resolu- 
tion to  the  effect  that  the  by-law  be 
read  a  second  time  at  some  date 
hence,  six  or  twelve  months,  would 
have  effectively  removed  the  bill 
from  the  table  until  the  expiration 
of  the  stated  time,  and,  if  the  stated 
time  was  beyond  the  life  of  the 
council,  the  measure  would  auto- 
matically expire,  or  the  bill  could 
be  passed  and  sent  to  the  commit- 
tee and  the  latter  rise  without  re- 
porting.

It  is  estimated  that  between  60 
and  70  per  cent  of  the  property  has 
already  been  purchased  by  the 
council  privately  and  by-laws  have 
passed  council  confirming  the  Indi- 
vidual purchases.  The  expropriation 
proceedings  completed,  the  council 
would  be  required  to  submit  a  by- 
law to  the  ratepayers  at  the  mu- 
nicipal elections  for  a  mandate  to 
expend  money  on  the  actual  work. 

Aldermen  In  favor  of  the  passing 
of  the  expropriation  by-law  In 
council  instead  of  going  to  the  elec- 
tors claim  that  by  doing  that  It 
would  leave  the  way  clear  for  a 
clean-out  vote  on  the  money  by-law 
and  would  eliminate  any  confusion 
likely  to  occur  if  the  expropriation 
and  money  by-laws  were  submitted 
at  the  one  time.  The  Mayor's 
opinion  Is  that  the  council  having 
already  purchased  more  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  property  required 
without  mandate  from  the  rate- 
payers, it  would  not  be  Justified  at 
this  time  in  going  to  the  people  for 
authority  to  expropriate  the  smaller 
part  of  the  property.

GOVERNMENT  AND  VIEW  STREETS 


A  plea  for  drastic  measures  to 
reduce  maternal  mortality  was  made 
recently  by  Mrs.  Stanley  Baldwin, 
wife  of  the  ex-premler.  "Can 
nothing  be  done."  she  added,  "to 
rouse  the  public  sense  on  this  ques- 
tion? We  are  told  that  the  total 
mortality  ls  approaching  4,000  a  year 
and  it  is  admitted  not  less  then  half 
are  preventable.  Each  year  we  are 
told  that  more  i  id  more  mothers 
die  at  a  time  when  they  are  fulfilling 
their  highest  duty  to  the  state. 

"I  appeal  to  my  fellow-country- 
men and  countrywomen  to  realize 
the  urgency  of  this  problem  and  to 
insist  that  drastic  measures  are 
taken  to  reduce  the  number  of 
unnecessary  deaths  "  Further  evi- 
dence of  the  startling  wastage  of 
women's  lives  in  childbirth  is  fur- 
nished by  the  report  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  committee  on  maternal 
mortality. 

The  committee  says:  "Our  finding 
is  that  of  the  cases  of  death  brought 
under  our  notice  not  less  than  cne- 
half  were  preventable."  The  com- 
mittee, which  was  appointed  In  lt28. 
with  Sir  George  Newman  as  chair- 
man and  Dr  Jane  Turnbull  as 
secretary,  consisted  of  some  of  the 
most  eminent  medical  men  and 
women  of  the  day. 

The  avoidable  factors  In  maternal 
mortality  are  grouped  In  the  report 
as  follows:  Omission  or  Inadequacy 
of  antenatal  examination;  error  of 
Judgment  in  the  management  of  th- 
case;  lack  of  reasonable  facilities; 
negligence  of  the  patient  by  her 
friends. 

The  committee  points  out  that  In 
antenatal  care  "the  quality  of  the 
supervision  given  leaves  a  good  deal 
to  be  desired."  Many  women  do  not 
realize  the  need  of  sntenatal  exam- 
ination; instances  are  given  of 
women  who  have  refused  to  attend

It  is,  therefore,  possible  to 
close  off  this  section  of  the  house 
entirely  from  the  living  rooms. 
BUNGLE  HOUM 

The  Avon  is  a  shlngle-slded 
house.  38  by  24  feet  in  dimensions. 
The  broad  American  type  dormer 
across  the  front  allows  an  abun- 
dance of  light  into  the  interior. 
The  shingles  have  been  dropped 
low  to  that  Utile  or  no  foundation 
shows,  giving  to  the  home  the 
feeling  that  the  dwelling  Is  clinging 
to  tire  ground. 

On  the  right  side  wall  Is  a  broad 
screened  porch  which  is  used  by  the 
family  during  the  long  Summer 
days.  French  doors  lead  to  the 
porch  from  the  living-room. 

By  placing  the  porcii  at  the  side 
of  the  house  the  architect  has  con- 
formed to  modern  custom  which 
has  obsoleted  the  front  porch  in 
favor  of  the  shallow  stoop.  ,

The  living-room  of  the  Avon  has 
been  designed  to  be  a  true  gather- 
ing place  for  the  family.  Ten  feet 
ten  Inches  In  width.  It  stretches 
23  feet  In  length. 

The  centre  of  the  outside  wall  of 
the  room  is  occupied  by  a  large 
fireplace;  with  brick  hearth  and 
sides.  Flanking  It  to  the  right  are 
the  French  doors  leading  to  the 
side  porch;  to  the  left  Is  a  double- 
hung  window. 

Opposite  the  fireplace  is  the 
staircase  with  two  steps'  leading 
to  a  broad  landing  from  which  an 
unbroken  flight  leads  upwards  to 
the  L-shaped  hall  above  Under  the 
balastrade  of  the  stairs  Is  a  built- 
in  bookcase,  finished  in  walnut. 


At  the  extreme  end  of  the  side 
wall  is  a  door  leading  to  the  serv- 
ice hall  and  the  basement  stairs. 

Like  all  the  rooms  of  the  house, 
the  living-room  is  floored  with  oak 
jThe  walls  are  covered  with  canvas, 
v.-  Unted  and  paneled  after  the  French 
'style. 

From  the  centre  of  the  ceiling 
hangs  a  candelabra  while  over  the 
breast  of  the  fireplace  are  two  wall 
bracket*  for  side  wall  lighting.  The 
use  of  floor  lamps  is  encouraged  by 
locating  a  number  of  electrical  out- 
lets at  various  parts  of  the  room.

The  dining-room  is  10  feet  10 
inches  by  12  feet  6  Inches  in  size. 
Windows  in  two  walls  allow  cross 
ventilation  and  permit  the  entrance 
of  an  abundance  of  natural  light. 

A  swinging  door  leads  from  the 
dining-room  to  the  kitchen.  This  Is 
a  compact  room,  well  arranged  to 
carry  on  the  duties  of  preparing  the 
meals.  Across  the  outside  wall  are 
located  the  sink  and  built-in  cup- 
boards. The  sink  is  under  a  window 
which  gives  natural  light,  while  a 
side  wall  bracket  provides  artificial 
Illumination. 

Besides  the  swinging  door  Is  a 
built-in  ironing  board,  concealed, 
when  not  In  use.  in  a  recess  In  the 
wall.  Across  the  room  at  the  rear 
is  the  breakfast  nook,  located  in  an 
alcove.  Two  windows  let  In  a  flood 
of  morning  light  and  make  break- 
fast a  mast  cheerful  meal. 

Off  the  kitchen  Is  the  service  hall, 
with  a  door,  leading  to  a  rear  ves- 
tibule in  which  is  located  the  refrig- 
erator. This  may  be  either  of  the 
electrical  type  or  cooled  by  natural 
ice.  8everal  steps  lead  from  the 
vestibule  to  the  sidewalk  below. 

The  second  floor  is  equipped  with 
plenty  of  closets  Each  of  the  rooms

IS  STRf  NG I  HENiNG 

SEATTLE.  Sept.  6.  —  Continuing 
on  the  low  production  schedule  they 
have  followed  since  late  In  May, 
a  group  of  350  mills  reporting  ta 
the  West  Coast  Lumbermen's  Asso- 
ciation for  the  week  ending  August 
30  operated  at  45.30  per  cent  of 
capacity.  This  figure  compares  with 
46  77  per  cent  of  capacity  for  the 
I  preceding  week  and  with  an  average 
of  63  per  cent  of  capacity  from 
January  1  to  June  L  These  350 
mills  have  reduced  output  durng  the 
past  fourteen  weeks  by  627,088.000 
feet,  wheh  represents  more  than 
four  weeks'  production  for  prac- 
tically the  entire  lumber  industry  of 
Washington,  Oregon  and  British 
Columbia  at  present  operating 
I  Jiedules. 

Orders  received  by  a  group  of  228 
mills,  for  which  the  association  has 
a  weekly  record  of  production,  orders 
and  shipments,  excesded  the  output 
for  the  week  ending  August  30  by 
1007  per  cent.  New  business  re- 
ported by  these  228  identical  mills 
for  the  six  weeks  from  the  west 
ending  July  19  to  August  30  shows 
that  orders  receiver!  during  that 
period  exceeded  production  by  5.50 
per  cent. 

In  the  fifteen  weeks  from  Mav  24 
to  August  2C,  inventories  declined 
8.72  per  cent.  The  continued 
decline  in  inventories  and  the 
steadily  maintained  favorable  rela- 
tionship of  orders  to  production  Is 
gradually  strengthening  the  sales 
position  of  the  Industry,  according 
to  the  association.  This  report 
covers  the  fourth  successive  week 
in  which  orders  have  exceeded  cur- 
rent production  and  the  third  in 
which  orders  have  shown  a  gain 
over  the  perlcd  Just  previous.

Hints  to  Home  Lovers  as  to 
How  Surfaces  Can  Be 
Improved 


The  more  familiar  we  are  with 
the  products  which  supply  the  fin- 
ishing touches  of  our  woodwork  and 
furniture,  the  better  results  we  can 
obtain  from  their  use.  A  little  un- 
derstanding of  the  various  grades 
which  are  available  will  guard 
against  its  misuse. 

Every  sort  of  surface  has  its  own 
affinity  in  the  varnish  line.  A  var- 
nish that  ls  suitable  for  furniture 
will  not  do  for  the  floor,  which  re- 
quires a  very  tough  and  elastic 
grade  of  varnish  to  protect  it 
against  rough  usage. 

Aside  from  its  value  as  a  wood 
finish,  there  are  many  little  tricks 
with  varnish  which  will  save  money, 
time  and  labor.  A  coat  of  varnish 
on  linoleum  floors  ls  a  great  aid  to 
the  busy  housewife.  If  the  linoleum 
has  previously  been  waxed,  the  wax 
should  be  removed  with  benzine  be- 
fore the  varnish  is  applied. 
Varnishing  the  wall  paper  in  the 


nursery,  or  in  any  room  frequented 
by  children,  ls  always  advisable.  If 
Ihla  ls  done  when  the  wall  paper  13 
new.  the  marks  of  sticky  little 
fingers  are  easily  washed  off.  Wall 
paper,  however,  should  be  varnished 
only  when  It  is  firm  and  tight. 

M  \  Kl        MO  HI        v,M  I  \K  \ 

Closet  shelves  and  the  insldes  of 
drawers — so  often  neglected  -will  be 
much  more  sanitary  If  they  are 
given  a  coat  of  varnish.  Doors  that 
are  hard  to  close  and  drawers  that 
refuse  to  open  are  little  annoyances 
that  are  bound  to  happen  in  every 
household.  If  the  edges  are 
smoothed  down  with  sandpaper  and 
varnished  over,  the  difficulty  will 
disappear. 

The  ice  box  and  the  garbage  can 
may  also  come  under  this  treat- 
ment. Beads  of  moisture  often  ac- 
cumulate on  the  outside  of  the  lec 
box.  penetrate  within  and  finally 
cause  warping.  A  coat  of  varnish 
will  prevent  this  condition  and  give 
the  ice  box  a  longer  lease  of  life. 

TBSATKSNT  Off  OAftBAGE  CAN 

The  treatment  of  the  garbage  can 
is  as  follows:  First  brush  the  inside 
of  the  can  with  a  solution  made  by 
dissolving  half  a  pound  of  blue  vit- 
riol (copper  sulphate)  in  a  cralinn  of 


water.  Then  wash  and  dry  the 
bucket  and  apply  two  coats  of 
asphaltum  varnish.

Are  Many 

There  are  two  general  types  of 
furnace  systems  for  the  warm  air 
heating  plant;  the  so-called  one- 
pipe  or  pipeless  and  the  multi-pipe. 

The  one-pipe  system  has  definite 
limitations  and  should  never  be  se- 
lected where  conditions  are  not  en- 
tirely in  it*  favor.  With  It  the  fur- 
nace is  installed  under  the  middle 
of  the  house,  and  the  single  regla- 
ter  opens  Into  the  room  directly 
above  it. 

I  It  is  highly  desirable  that  every 
I  room  have  direct  communication 
1  with  the  room  containing  the  regis- 
ter; that  all  doors  be  high  and  ceil- 
ings comparatively  low,  in  order  that 
pockets  cannot  be  formed  in  the 
upper  parts  of  the  room;  that  noth- 
ing obstructs  the  flow  of  air  from 
one  room  to  another;  tnat  the  house 
be  of  better  than  usual  airtight  con- 
struction. 

All  imOM  OUTSIDE 

In  one  of  the  several  types  of 
multi-pipe  systems  the  air  supply  ls 
all  taken  through  a  cold -air  pipe 
from  the  outalde.  Obviously,  If  this 
air  is  heated  and  delivered  to  the 
rooms,  the  same  volume  of  air  must 
escape  from  the  house  by  exflltra- 

A  second  system  takes  all  of  the 
air  commg  to  the  furnace  from  the 
return  registers,  usually  In  the  floors 
of  the  first  story  rooms  as  close  to| 
the  coldest  walls  or  largest ♦ IndoWs 
and  varies  over  wide  extremes  with 
wind  velocities. 

Where  a  warm-air  system  has  been 
found  unsatisfactory,  it  Is  usually 
because  simple  physical  facta  have 
been  Ignored.  Warm  air  will  not. 
of  itaelf,  move  to  the  windward  ride 
or  sides  of  a  house  against  Infiltrat- 
ing cold  air  forced  Into  the  house 
by  high  wind  pressure. 

USEFUL  FOB  CLEANERS 

Systems    Involving  recirculation 
lend  themselves  admirably  to  the  J 
use  of  air  cleaners  that  will  remove  I 
90  per  cent  or  more  of  the  dirt  and 
dust  in  the  air  every  time  it  passes ; 
through  the  furnace  Jacket.  An  old 
furnace  can  usually  be  fitted  with 
modern  air  cleaners  at  little  cost. 

Warm-air  systems  can  be  easily 
equipped  to  humidify  the  air  prop- 
erly.-(Copyright,  1M0,  The  Archl- 
inc.) 


At  one  time  during  the  Summer 
there  were  more  Germans  in  Britain 
than  at  any  moment  since  1912.  a 
year  marked  by  a  phenomenal  in- 
vasion of  Teutons.

They  apparently  had 
plenty  of  money  to  spend,  and  took 
a  great  Interest  in  viewing  spots 
that  suffered  by  air  raids  during 
the  world  war.

The  ordinary  suburban  lot  gives 
little  scope  for  anything  but  consid- 
eration of  the  position  of  our  nelgh- 
1  bora  kitchen  and  parlor  windows 
and  the  corresponding  or  alternat- 
ing positions  of  our  own.  The  re- 
malnlng  arrangements  real  with  the 
possible  future  of  the  grounds,  and 
here  It  would  be  always  well  to  con- 
sult a  landscape  architect. 

In  the  type  of  lot  Just  spoken  of 
there  ls  usually  a  setback  or  restrlc- 
I  tlon  which  brings  the  houses  all 
I  along  the  line.  There  may.  however, 
be  some  question  of  the  depth  of 
the  sewer  which  will  determine 
arrangements  of 
cellar. 

A  house  set  low  on  the  ground  Is 
more  attractive  than  one  that  Is 
high,  especially  If  the  house  is 
small.  Where  furnaces  came  In.  and 
psople  began  to  have  good  cellars 
under  houses,  there  was  a  demand 
for  light  and  air  in  the  baaement. 
■MI  TO  HUG  THE  GROUND 
Every  house  was  thereupon  put 
up  from  two  to  three  feet  above 
ground.  This  makes  a  house  look 
as  If  it  had  perched  for  a  brief 
rest,  not  as  though  it  had  grown 
in  Its  place  or  was  intended  to  be 
a  definite  part  of  the  landscape  M 
should  be  the  case.  Some  types  of 
houses  need  this  elevation  for  the 
sake  of  dignity,  but  for  the  small 
house  It  ls  better  to  hug  the  ground. 
The  cellar  will  be  dry  and  light 
enough. 

For  the  actual  positions  of  rooms 
we  must  consider  the  points  of  the 
compass,  the  location  of  the  neigh- 
bors' windows  and  our  own.  A  house 
set  with  care  and  thought  very  cloee 
to  another  may  not  feel  that  prox- 
imity too  much  because  of  careful 
planning  of  rooms  and  windows. 
GARAGI  ■  i  Mm;  inn  . 

On  a  sloping  lot  the  garages  may 

be  put  entirely  under  the  house, 
either  at  front  or  back  If  the  land 
slopes  up  steeply  from  the  street, 
it  ls  possible  to  have  one  more  story 
on  the  front  than  on  the  back.  The 
entrsnce  Into  vestibule  or  reception 
hall  would  be  In  front  of  the  ceUar. 
The  living-room  would  be  on  the 
floor  above. 

Plan  to  have  the  living-rooms 
toward  the  south  and  west.  Some 
people  refuss  to  have  the  front 
door  take  up  any  room  on  the  south 
side.  Others  feel  that  a  front 
on  the  north  means  cold 
whenever  the  door  la  opened  —

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There  are  many  deals  on  which 
the  supporting  hand  must  make  one 
or  more  apparent  denials  of  part- 
ner's original  bid  In  order  that  a 
slam  bid  In  the  inltual  suit  may  be 
arrived  at.  Though  In  some  cases  a 
slam  bid  may  be  arrived  at  through 
the  method  of  Ace  showing  or  of 
showing  void  suits,  the  use  of  the 
forcing  take-out  will  produce  better 
results  on  the  average. 

To  have  the  necssary  quick  trick 
valu2  to  make,  a  forcing  take-out  of 
Itself  implies  the  presence  of  Aces, 
while  at  the  same  time  It  shows  a 
playable  suit  or  suits  wlilch  should 
take  ether  tricks  than  the  Aces  held. 

As  has  been  frequently  stated,  the 
safest  of  all  forcing  take-outs  Is  with 
a  hand  containing  better  than  nor- 
mal trump  support  for  partner's 
original  bid. 

The  forcing  take-out  next  in  order 
as  to  Its  surety  is  with  normal  trump 
support  for  partner's  original  bid. 
together  with  high  quick  trick  values 
In  two  of  the  side  suits,  the  fourth 
suit  being  void  or  a  singleton. 

The  above  deal  represents  that 1 
case  wherein  the  singleton  Is  held 
West  having  made  an  opening  bid. 
Bast  has  no  fear  of  a  game  not 
being  bid  for.  since  even  though 
West  s  original  bid  may  be  a  mini-
